It have pleasure in presenting the Annual Report on the health 
of the Borough for the year 1969. 


‘The Registrar-General’s mid-year estimate of population 
is 2,120, a slight decrease from the estimate which had been static 
for the previous four years. The number of Livebirths (11) is 
also slightly down, from previous yeare and, the rate per 1,000° 
population remaing consistently below the national average. 40 
deaths were recorded, and whilst the Crude Death Rate ig much 
above the national average, the Adjusted Rate is well below that 
for England and Wales. 


As usual very little infectious disease was notified during 
the year, and there were no cases of food poisoning reported. 


The main cause of death was through heart failure and 
related diseases, though death from cancer in its various 
manifestations followed it as a close gecond, 

Wir, G., Oakes, Public Health Inspector, has prepared that 
part of the Report dealing with the work of the Borough as a , 
Local sanitary authority, and I am grateful to him for this and 
for his help during the past year,

During the height of 
the summer geason, heavy demands are made on the service, and it 
is necessary to implement the normal collection with our tractor 
service. 


All refuse is tipped and kept under control at the tip 
situated near the Gagometer Works. 


SANITARY INSPECTIONS DURING 1969 (including dwelling houses) 


During the year 86 premises were visited, of which 56 were 
dwelling houses and 30 various other premises, 


In the course of these inspections 14 defects or nuisances 
were found, and 19 were abated. To gecure the abatement of these 
defects and nuisances 2 informal notices were served upon the 
owners or agents concerned, in addition to personal interviews 
by the Public Health Inspector.
